Printer  of  the  original  edition 
of  this  volume 

William  A.  Davis  was  bom  in  New  York.  He  was  trained 
as  a  printer;  and  with  his  brother  Matthew  founded  the 
printing  company  of  M.L.  &  W.A.  Davis  in  1795.  The  busi- 
ness lasted  until  1814.  But  at  various  times  over  those  years 
William  printed  and  published  independently,  under  the 
imprint  of  William  A.  Davis  &  Co.  He  had  a  brief  and  rather 
unsuccessful  experience  in  the  New  York  newspaper  busi- 
ness, printing  the  Chronicle  Express  from  November  25, 
1802  to  January  20,  1803  and  the  Morning  Chronicle  from 
October  1,  1802  to  January  19,  1803. 

In  1815  William  A.  Davis  moved  to  Washington  and 
opened  a  printery.  Two  years  later,  on  May  24,  1817,  he 
joined  John  Brannan  to  form  the  bookselling,  publishing 
and  printing  firm  of  Davis  &  Brannan.  The  partnership 
lasted  until  April  1818,  when  he  and  Peter  Force  (b.  1790) 
started  the  printing-publishing  concern  of  Davis  &  Force. 
Peter  Force  was  a  man  of  exceptional  publishing  ability, 
who  is  deservedly  revered  and  remembered  as  the  editor  and 
publisher  of  Tracts  and  Other  Papers,  etc.  (1836-46)  and  the 
monumental,  though  unfinished,  American  Archives 
(1837-53). 

Davis  &  Force  prospered  and  became  one  of  the  most 
successful  establishments  in  the  increasingly  competitive 
graphics  business  in  Washington.  Unlike  his  partner,  little 
is  known  of  the  personal  life  of  William  A.  Davis  apart  from 
the  record  that  he  married  Elizabeth  Santford  on  August  18, 
1798;  and  he  died  in  Washington  in  1826.

Printer  of  the  original  edition  of  the 

Executive  Proceedings  of  the  Senate 

(the  appropriate  part  of  which  is  included 

as  a  supplement  in  this  volume) 

Duff  Green  was  born  in  Woodford  County, 
Kentucky,  in  1791.  He  prospered  as  a  land  speculator, 
merchant,  and  lawyer  in  Missouri.  In  1825  he  moved  to 
Washington  and  purchased  and  edited  the  United 
States  Telegraph. 

In  1828  he  was  designated  to  print  the  Journal  of  the 
Executive  Proceedings  of  the  Senate  "from  the 
Commencement  of  the  First,  to  the  termination  of  the 
Nineteenth  Congress." 

Duff  Green  wielded  great  influence  in  Democratic 
circles,  and  became  a  member  of  Andrew  Jackson's 
"Kitchen  Cabinet."  He  supported  J.  C.  Calhoun  in  his 
split  with  Jackson;  in  1832  he  backed  Henry  Clay  and 
thereafter  stood  with  the  Whigs.  He  supported  the 
Confederacy  in  the  Civil  War,  and  in  the  post-bellum 
years  he  strove  strenuously  to  raise  capital  for  the 
revival  of  the  South's  economy.  He  died  in  Georgia  in 
1875.

TUESDAY,  December  3, 1816. 

Mr.  Barbour  reported  from  the  joint  commit* 
tee,  that  they  had  waited  on  the  President  of  the 
United  States  agreeably  to  order,  and  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  informed  the  com- 
mitteoy  that  he  would  make  a  communication  to 
the  two  Houses  this  day  at  12  o'clock. 

The  following  written  Message  was  received 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States  by  Mr. 
Todd,  his  secretary: 

FeBouhCitizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  RepresentoHvee  z 

In  reviewing  the  present  state  of  our  country, 
our  attention  cannot  be  withheld  from  the  effect, 
produced  by  peculiar  seasons,  which  have  very 
generally  impaired  the  annual  gifts  of  the  aartb» 
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aiid  threateued  scarcitj  in  particular  dittricts. 
Such,  liowever,  is  the  variety  of  soils,  of  climates, 
and  of  products,  withio  our  extensive  limits,  that 
the  aggregate  resources  for  subsistence  are  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  aggregate  wants.  And  as 
far  as  an  economj  of  consumption,  more  than 
usual,  maj  be  necessarj,  our  thankfulness  is  due 
to  Providence,  for  what  is  far  more  than  a  compen- 
sation, in  the  remarkable  health  which  has  distin* 
guished  the  present  jear. 

Amidst  the  advantages  which  have  succeeded 
the  peace  of  Europe,  and  that  of  the  United  States 
with  Great  Britain,  in  a  general  invigoration  of  in- 
dustry among  us,  and  in  the  extension  of  our  com- 
merce, the  value  of  which  is  more  and  more  dis- 
closing itself  to  commercial  nations,  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  depression  is  experienced  by  par- 
ticular branches  of  our  manufactures,  and  by  a 
portion  of  our  navigation.  As  the  first  proceeds, 
in  an  essential  degree,  from  an  excess  of  imported 
merchandise,  which  carries  a  check  in  its  own  ten- 
dency, the  cause,  in  its  present  extent,  cannot  be 
of  veiy  long  duration.  The  evil  will  not,  however, 
be  viewed  by  Congress,  without  a  recollection,  that 
manufacturing  establishments,  if  sufiered  to  sink 
too  low,  or  languish  too  long,  may  not  revive, 
after  the  causes  shall  have  ceased;  and  thlit,  in 
the  vicissitudes  of  human  aflfairs,  situations  may 
recur,  in  which  a  dependence  on  foreign  sources, 
for  indispensable  supplies,  may  be  among  the  most 
serious  embarrassments^ 
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The  depressed  state  of  our  naTigatioo,  is  to  be 
escribed,  in  a  material  degree,  to  its  exclusioD  from 
tbe  colonial  ports  of  the  nation  most  extensivelj 
connected  with  us  in  commerce,  and  from  the  inr 
direct  operation  of  that  exclusion. 

Previous  to  the  late  Convention  at  London,  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  the  re« 
lative  state  of  the  navigation  laws  of  the  two  coun- 
tries, growing  out  of  the  treaty  of  1794,  had  given 
to  the  British  navigation  a  material  advantage  over 
the  American,  in  the  intercourse  between  the  Ame- 
rican ports  and  British  ports  in  Europe.  The  Con- 
vention of  London  equalized  the  laws  of  the  two 
countries,  relating  to  those  ports ;  leaving  the  inter- 
course between  our  ports  and  the  ports  of  the  Bri- 
tish colonies,  subject,  as  before,  to  the  respective 
regulations  of  the  parties.  The  British  govern- 
ment enforcing,  now,  regulations  which  prohibit  a 
trade  between  its  colonies  and  the  United  States, 
in  American  vessels,  whilst  thej  permit  a  trade  in 
British  vessels,  the  American  navigation  loses  ac- 
cordingly; and  the  loss  is  augmented  by  the  ad^ 
vantage  which  is  given  to  the  British  competition 
over  the  American,  in  the  navigation  between  our 
ports  and  British  ports  in  Europe,  by  the  circuitous 
voyages,  enjoyed  by  the  one,  and  not  enjoyed  by 
the  tther. 

The  reasonableness  of  the  rule  of  reciprocity, 
applied  to  one  branch  of  the  commercial  intei^ 
course,  has  been  presf^ed  on  our  part,  as  equally 
applicable  to  both  branches :  but  it  is  ascertained,

that  the  British  Cabinet  declines  all  negotiation  on 
the  subject ;  with  a  disavowal,  however,  of  any 
disposition  to  view,  in  an  unfriendly  light,  what« 
ever  countervailing  regulations  the  United  States 
may  oppose  to  the  regulations  of  which  they  com* 
plain.  The  wisdom  of  the  Liegislature  will  decide 
on  the  course,  which,  under  these  circumstanoesi 
is  prescribed  by  a  joint  regard  to  the  amicable  re* 
lations  between  the  two  nations  and  to  the  just  in* 
tcrests  of  the  United  States. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  generally,  that 
we  remain  in  amity  with  foreign  powers 

An  occurrence  has,  indeed,  taken  place  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  which,  if  sanctioned  by  the  Spa* 
nish  government,  may  make  an  exception  as  to  that 
power.  According  to  the  report  of  our  naval  com* 
mander  on  that  station,  one  of  our  public  armed 
vessels  was  attacked  by  an  overpowering  force, 
under  a  Spanish  comm&nder,  and  the  American 
flag,  with  ihe  officers  and  crew,  insulted,  in  a  man* 
ner  calling  for  prompt  reparation*  This  has  been 
demanded.  In  tlie  mean  time,  a  frigate  and  a 
smaller  vessel  of  war  have  been  ordered  into  that 
Gulf,  for  the  proteclion  of  our  commerce.  It  would 
be  improper  to  omit,  that  the  representative  of  his 
Catholic  Majesty,  in  the  United  Stales,  lost  no 
time  in  giving  the  strongest  assurances,  that  no 
hostile  ord  jr  could  have  emanated  from  his  govern* 
ment,  and  that  it  will  be  as  ready  to  do,  as  to  ex* 
pect,  whatever  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the 
friendly  n  lations  of  the  two  countries  shall  b^ 
found  to  require. 
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The  posture  of  our  aflairs  with  Algiers*  at  tha 
present  moment,  is  not  known.  The  Dej,  draw- 
ins^  pretexts  from  circumstanceSf  for  which  the 
United  States  were  not  answerable,  addressed  m 
letter  to  this  government,  declaring  the  treatj  last 
concluded  with  him,  to  have  been  annulled  by  our 
violation  of  it ;  and  presenting,  as  the  altemativei 
war,  or  a  renewal  of  the  former  treatj,  which 
stipulated,  among  other  things,  an  annual  tribute. 
The  answer,  with  an  explicit  declaration  that  the 
United  States  preferred  war  to  tribute,  required 
his  recognition  and  ob3er\'ance  of  the  treatj  last 
made,  which  abolishes  tribute,  and  the  slaverj  of 
our  captured  dtizens.  The  result  of  the  answer 
has  not  been  received.  Should  he  renew  his  war- 
fare on  our  commerce,  we  relj  on  the  protectioA 
it  will  find  in  our  naval  force  actually  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

With  the  other  Barbarj  states  our  aflairs  have 
undergone  no  change. 

The  Indian  tribes  within  our  limits  appear  also 
disposed  to  remain  at  peace.  From  several  of 
them  purchases  of  lands  have  been  made,  particu- 
larlj  favourable  to  the  wishes  and  security  of  our 
frontier  settlements,  as  well  as  to  the  general  in- 
terests of  the  nation.  In  some  instances,  the  titles, 
though  not  supported  by  due  proof,  and  clashing 
those  of  one  tribe  with  the  clai'ns  of  another,  have 
been  extinguished  by  double  purchases ;  the  bene- 
volent policy  of  the  United  States  preferring  the 
augmented  expense,  to  the  ha7.aitl  of  doing  injus^ 
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tice,  or  to  the  CDforcement  of  justice  against  a  fee- 
ble and  untutored  people,  bj  means  involving  or 
threatening  an  effusion  of  blood.  I  am  happj  to 
add,  that  the  tranquilitj  which  has  been  restored 
among  the  tribes  themselves,  as  well  as  between 
them  and  our  own  population,  will  favour  the  re- 
sumption of  the  work  of  civilization,  which  had 
made  an  encouraging  progress  among  some  tribes; 
and  that  the  facility  is  encreasing,  for  extending 
that  divided  and  individual  ownership,  which  ex* 
ists  now  in  moveable  property  only,  to  the  soil  it- 
self;  and  of  thus  establishing,  in  the  culture  and 
improvement  of  it,  the  true  foundation  for  a  transit 
from  the  habits  of  ihe  savage,  to  the  aits  and  com* 
forts  of  social  life. 

As  a  subject  ^of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
national  welfare,  I  must,  again,  earnestly  recom- 
mend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a  re«organ- 
ization  of  the  Militia,  on  a  plan  which  will  form  it 
into  classes,  according  to  the  periods  of  life  more 
and  less  adapted  to  military  services.  An  efficient 
militia  is  authorized  and  contemplated  by  the  Con- 
stitution, and  required  by  the  spirit  and  safety  of 
free  government.  The  present  organization  of 
our  militia  is  universally  regarded  as  less  efficient 
than  it  ought  to  be  made;  and  no  organization 
can  be  better  calculated  to  give  to  it  its  due  force, 
tlian  a  classification  which  will  assign  the  fore- 
most  place  in  the  defence  of  the  country,  to  that 
portion  of  its  citizens,  whose  activity  and  anima- 
tion best  enable  them  to  rally  to  its  standard 
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Besides,  the  consideratioD  that  a  time  of  peace  is 
the  time  when  the  change  can  be  made  with  most 
convenience  and  equity,  it  wHI  now  be  aided  b/ 
the  experience  of  a  recent  war,  in  which  the  mill* 
tia  bore  so  interesting  a  part. 

Congress  will  call  to '  mind,  that  no  adequate 
provision  has  jet  been  made,  for  the  uniformity 
of  weights  and  measures,  also  contemplated  by  the 
Constitution.  The  gi^eat  utility  of  a  standard^ 
fixed  in  its  nature,  and  founded  on  the  easy  rule 
of  decimal  proportions,  is  sufficiently  obvious.  It 
led  the  government,  at  an  early  stage,  to  prepa- 
ratory steps  for  introducing  it ;  and  a  completion 
of  the  work  will  be  a  just  title  to  the  public  grati- 
tude. 

The  importance  which  I  have  attached  to  the 
establishment  of  a  University  within  tliis  Oistrictf 
on  a  scale,  and  for  objects  worthy  of  the  An^erican 
nation,  induces  me  to  renew  my  recommendation 
of  it  to  the  favourable  consideratiop  of  Congress. 
And  I  particularly  invite,  again,  their  attention  to 
the  expediency  of  exercising  their  existing  powerSf 
and,  where  necessary,  of  resorting  to  the  pre- 
scribed mode  of  enlarging  them,  in  order  to  eflec- 
tiiate  a  comprehensive  system  of  roads  and  canalsi 
such  as  will  have  the  effect  of  drawing  more 
closely  together  every  part  of  our  country,  by 
promoting  intercourse  and  improvements,  and  by 
cncreasing  the  share  of  every  part  in  the  common 
stock  of  national  prosperity. 

Occurrences  having  taken  place  which  shew 
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that  the  statutory  provisioDs  fur  the  dispensatioii 
of  criminal  justice,  are  deficient  in  relation  both  to 
places  and  to  persons,  under  the  exclusive  cogni- 
aance  of  the  national  authority,  an  amendment  of 
the  law,  embracing  such  cases,  will  merit  the  ear^ 
liest  attention  of  the  Legislature.  It  will  be  a  sea* 
sonable  occasion,  also,  for  inquiring  how  far  Le- 
gislative interposition  may  be  further  requisite  in 
providing  penalties  for  ^flcnces  designated  in 
the  Constitution  or  iu  the  statutes,  and  to  wliich 
either  no  penalties  arc  annexed,  or  none  with  suf* 
ficient  certainty  And  I  submit  to  tlie  wisdom  of 
Congress,  whether  a  more  enlaiged  revisal  of  the 
eriminal  code  be  not  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of 
mitigating,  in  certain  cases,  |;enalties  which  were 
adopted  into  it,  antecedent  to  experiment  and  ex* 
amplcs  which  justify  and  recommend  a  more  lenient 
policy. 

The  United  States  having  been  the  first  to  abo« 
lish,  within  the  extent  of  their  authority,  the  trans- 
portation of  the  natives  of  Africa  into  slavery,  by 
prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slaves,  and  by  pun- 
ishing theircitizens  participating  in  the  traffick,  can- 
not but  be  gratified  at  the  progress,  made  by  con- 
current eiforts  of  other  nations*  towards  a  general 
suppression  of  so  great  an  evil.  They  must  feelf 
at  the  same  time,  the  greater  solicitude  to  give  the 
fullest  cfllicacy  to  their  own  regulations.  With 
that  view,  the  intcr|)osition  of  Congress  appears  to 
Le  required  by  the  violations  and  evasions  whicK 
it  is  suggested,  are  chargeable  on  unworthy  citi- 
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tens,  ifho  mingle  in  the  slave  trade  under  foragn 
flags,  and  with  foreign  ports ;  and  by  collusive  im- 
portations of  slaves  into  the  United  States,  through 
adjoining  ports  and  tcrntories.  I  present  the  sub- 
ject to  Congress,  with  a  full  assurance  of  their  dis- 
position to  applj  all  the  remcdj  which  can  be  af- 
forded bj  an  amendment  of  the  law.  The  regu- 
lations which  were  intended  to  guard  against 
abuses  of  a  kindred  character,  in  the  trade  be- 
tween the  several  States^  ought  also  to  be  render- 
ed more  eflfectual  for  their  humane  object 

To  these  recommendations  I  add,  for  the  consi- 
deration of  Congress,  the  espedicncj  of  a  re-mo- 
dification  of  the  Judiciary  establishment,  and  of  an 
additional  department  in  the  Executive  branch  of 
the  govei-nment. 

The  first  is  called  for  bj  the  accruing  business 
ivhich  necessarily  swells  the  duties  of  the  Federal 
Courts ;  and  by  the  great  and  widening  spacov 
within  which  justice  is  to  be  dis[)ensed  b}'  them. 
The  time  seems  to  have  arrived  which,  claims  for 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  a  relief  from  itin- 
erary fatigues,  incompatible  as  well  with  the  age 
which  a  portion  of  them  will  always  have  attain- 
ed, as  with  the  researches  and  preparations  which 
are  due  to  their  stations,  and  to  the  juridical  rep* 
utafian  of  their  country.  And  considerations  equal- 
ly cogent  require  a  more  convenient  organization 
of  the  subordinate  tribunals,  which  may  be  accom- 
plished without  an  objectionable  increa.«e  of  the 
number  or  expense  of  the  Judges. 
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The  extent  and  variety  of  Executive  business, 
also  accumulating  with  the  progress  of  pur  coun- 
try  and  its  growing  population,  call  for  an  addi- 
tional department,  to  be  char*;ed  with  duties  now 
overburdening  olher  departments,  and  with  such 
as  have  not  been  annexed  to  any  department 

The  course  of  experience  recommends,  as  an- 
other improvement  in  the  Executive  establishment, 
that  the  provision  for  the  stationof  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, whose  residence  at  the  seat  of  government, 
official  connexions  with  it,  and  management  of  the 
public  business  before  the  Judiciary,  preclude  an 
extensive  participation  in  professional  emoluments, 
be  made  more  adequate  to  his  services  and  his  re- 
linquishments ;  and  that,  with  a  view  to  his  rea- 
sonnble  accommodation,  and  to  a  proper  deposi- 
tory of  his  oflTicial  opinions  and  proceedings,  there 
be  included  in  the  provision,  the  usual  appurte- 
nances to  a  public  office. 

In  directing  the  legislative  attention  to  the  state 
of  the  finances,  it  is  a  subject  of  great  gratification 
to  find,  that,  even  within  the  short  period  which 
has  elapsed  since  the  return  of  peace,  the  revenue 
has  far  exceeded  all  the  current  demands  upon  the 
treasury,  and  that,  under  any  probable  diminution 
of  its  future  annual  products,  which  the  vicissitudes 
of  commerce  may  occasion,  it  willaflbrd  an  ample 
fund  for  the  effectual  and  early  extinguishment  of 
the  public  debt.  It  has  been  estimated,  that  du- 
ring the  year  1816,  the  actual  receipts  of  revenue 
at  the  treasury,  including  the  balance  at  the  com- 
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mcDcement  of  the  jear,  and  excluding  the  pro- 
ceeds of  loans  and  treasury  notes,  will  amount  to 
about  the  sum  of  forty-seven  millions  of  dollars ; 
that  during  the  same  year,  the  actual  payments  at 
the  Treasur)s  including  the  payment  of  the  arrears 
ages  of  the  War  Department,  as  well  as  the  pay- 
ment of  a  considerable  excess,  be3'ond  the  annual 
appropriations;  will  amount  to  about  the  sum  of 
thirty-eight  millions  of  dollars ;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, at  the  close  of  the  year,  thei*e  will  be  a 
surplus  in  the  treasury  of  about  the  sum  of  nine 
millions  of  dollars. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  continue  to  be 
obstructed  by  diflicultics,  arising  from  the  condi- 
tion of  the  national  currency;  but  they  have,  ne- 
vertheless, been  eflectual,  to  a  beneficial  extent,  in 
the  reduction  of  the  public  debt,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  public  credit.  The  floating  debt  of 
treasury  notes  and  temporary  loans,  will  soon  be 
entirely  discharged.  The  aggregate  of  the  funded 
debt,  composed  of  debts  incurred  during  the  wars 
1776  and  1812,  has  been  estimated,  with  re- 
ference to  the  first  of  January  next,  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  of  dollars. 
The  ordinary  annual  expenses  of  the  government, 
fur  the  maintenance  of  all  its  institutions,  civil,  mi- 
litary, and  navaU  have  been  estimated  at  a  sum  less 
than  twenty  millions  of  dollars.  And  the  perma- 
nent revenue,  to  be  derived  from  ail  the  existing 
sources,  has  been  estimated  at  a  sum  of  about 
twenty-five  millions  of  dollars. 
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Upon  tliis  general  view  of  the  subject,  it  is  ob- 
vious, that  there  is  onljr  wanting,  to  the  fiscal  pros* 
perity  of  the  govemmcnt,  the  restoration  of  an  uni* 
foim  medium  of  exchange.  The  resources  and  the 
faith  of  the  nation,  displaced  in  the  sjstcm  which 
Congress  has  established,  ensure  respect  and  con- 
fidence both  at  home  and  abroad.  Tlic  local  accu- 
mulations of  the  revenue  have  alreadj  enabled  the 
treasury  to  meet  the  public  engagements  in  the  lo* 
cal  currency  of  most  of  the  States :  and  it  is  expect* 
ed  that  the  same  cause  will  produce  the  same  effect 
throughout  the  Union.  But,  for  the  interests  of 
the  communitj  at  large,  as  well  as  for  the  purposes 
of  ihe  treasury,  it  is  essential  that  the  nation  should 
possess  a  currency  of  equal  value,  credit,  and  use, 
wherever  it  may  ciirulate.  The  Constitution  has 
entrusted  Congress,  exclusively,  with  the  power  of 
creating  and  regulating  a  currency  of  that  descrip- 
tion ;  and  the  measures  whi^h  were  taken  during 
the  last  session,  in  execution  of  the  power,  give 
every  promise  of  success.  The  Bank  of  the  United 
States  has  been  organized  under  auspices  the  most 
favournl>Ie,and  cannot  fail  to  be  an  important  aux- 
iliaiy  to  those  measui*es. 

Tor  a  more  enlarged  view  of  the  public  finan* 
ces,  with  a  view  of  the  measures  pur6ued  by  the 
Tnasjiy  Department,  previous  to  the  resignation 
of  ih<  late  Secretary,  I  transmit  an  extract  from 
the  ast  rr|ioi  t  oi  that  officer.  Congress  will  per* 
C4'iw  in  it  S(m|.le  proofs  of  the  bolid  foundation  on 
which  tiie  fmauciai  pro:^})erity  of  the  nation  rests ; 
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and  trin  do  justice  to  the  distinguished  ability  and 
successful  exertions  with  which  the  duties  of  the 
department  were  executed,  during  a  period  re* 
markable  for  its  difficulties  and  its  peculiar  per- 
plexities. 

The  period  of  mj  retiring  from  the  public  ser^ 
rice  being  at  little  distance,  1  shall  find  no  occa* 
sion  more  proper  than  the  present  for  expressing 
to  roj  fellow-citizens  mj  deep  sense  of  the  contin* 
ued  confidence  and  kind  support  which  I  have  re- 
ceived from  them.  Mj  grateful  recollection  of 
these  distinguished  marks  of  their  fa%'ourable 
regard  can  never  cease;  and,  with  the  conscious- 
ness, that  if  I  have  not  served  my  country  with 
greater  ability,  I  have  served  it  with  a  sincere  de- 
votion, will  accompany  me  as  a  source  of  unfailing 
gratification. 

Happily,  T  shall  carry  with  me  from  the  public 
theatre,  other  sources,  which  those  who  love  their 
country  most  will  best  appreciate.  I  shall  behold 
it  blessed  with  tranquillity  and  prosperity  at  home, 
and  with  peace  and  rcspf^ct  abroad.  I  can  indulge 
the  proud  reflection,  that  the  American  peopir* 
have  reached,  in  safety  and  success,  their  fortieth 
year  as  an  independent  ntilion ;  that,  for  nearly  an 
entire'  generation,  tiiey  have  had  experience  of 
their  present  constitution,  the  oflTsprin^fl:  of  thftir 
undi^^turbed  deliberations  and  of  their  free  choice ; 
that  they  have  found  it  to  bear  the  trials  of  adverse 
as  well  as  pro<;pcrons  circumstances ;  to  contain, 
io  its  combifiation  of  th.e  federate  and  eloctive  prio- 
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ciplcs,  a  reconcilement  of  public  strength  with  io^ 
dividual  liberty,  of  national  power  for  the  defence 
of  national  rights,  with  a  securitj  against  wars  of 
injustice,  of  ambition,  and  of  vain  glory,  in  the  funda- 
mental provision  which  subjects  all  questions  of 
war  to  the  will  of  the  nation  itself,  which  is  to  pay 
its  costs  and  feel  its  calamities.  Nor  is  it  less  a 
l^eculiar  felicity  of  this  Constitution,  so  dear  to  us 
all,  that  it  is  fuund  to  be  capable,  witliout  losing 
its  vital  energies,  of  expanding  itself  over  a  spacious 
territory,  with  the  increase  and  expansion  of  the 
community  for  whose  benefit  it  was  established. 

And  may  I  not  be  allowed  to  add  to  this  grati- 
fying spectacle,  that  I  shall  read  in  the  character 
of  the  American  people,  in  their  devotion  to  true 
liberty,  and  to  the  Constitution  which  is  its  palla- 
dium, sure  presages,  that  tlie  destined  career  of 
my  country  will  exhibit  a  government  pursuing 
the  public  good  as  its  sole  object,  and  regulating 
its  means  by  the  great  principles  consecrated  in 
its  charter,  and  by  those  moral  principles  to  which 
they  are  so  well  allied:  A  government  which 
watclics  over  the  purity  of  elections,  the  freedom 
of  speech  and  of  the  press,  the  trial  by  jury,  and 
the  equal  interdict  against  encroachments  and  com- 
pacts between  religion  and  the  state ;  which  main- 
tains  inviolably  the  maxims  of  public  faith,  the  so- 
rurity  of  |x;rsons  and  property,  and  encourages, 
in  every  authorized  mode,  that  general  dilTusion 
of  knowledge  which  guarantees  to  public  liberty 
its  permanency,  and  to  those  who  possess  the 
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blessing,  the  true  enjoyment  of  it :  A  goverament 
which  avoids  intrusions  on  the  internal  repose  of 
other  nations,  and  repels  them  from  its  own; 
which  does  justice  to  all  nations  with  a  readiness 
equal  to  the  firmness  with  which  it  requires  jus- 
tice from  them ;  and  which,  whilst  it  refines  its 
domestic  code  from  every  ingredient  not  congenial 
iirith  the  precepts  of  an  enlightened  age,  and  the 
sentiments  of  a  virtuous  people,  seeks,  by  appeals 
to  reason,  and  by  its  liberal  examples,  to  infuse, 
into  the  law  which  governs  the  civilized  world,  a 
spirit  which  may  diminish  the  frequency,  or  cir- 
cumscribe the  calamities  of  war,  and  meliorate  the 
social  and  beneficent  relations  of  peace :  A  govern- 
ment, in  a  word,  whose  conduct,  within  and  with- 
out, may  bespeak  the  most  noble  of  all  ambitions — 
that  of  promoting  peace  on  earth,  and  good  will 
to  man. 

These  contemplations,  sweetening  the  remnant 
of  my  days,  will  animate  my  prayers  for  the  hap- 
piness of  my  beloved  country,  and  a  perpetuity  of 
the  institutions  under  which  it  is  enjoyed.

It  is  found  that  the  existing  laws  have  not  the 
efficacy  necessary  to  prevent  violations  of  the  ob- 
ligations of  the  United  States,  as  a  nation  at  peace» 
towards  belUgerant  partiesi  and  other  unlawfill 
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acts  on  the  high  seas,  bj  armed  vessels  equipped 
within  the  waters  of  the  United  States. 

With  a  view  to  maintain  more  eflectually  the 
respect  due  to  the  laws,  to  the  character,  and  to 
the  neutral  and  pacific  relations  of  the  Uqited 
States,  I  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Con* 
gress,  the  expediency  of  such  further  legislative 
provisions  as  may  be  requisite  for  detaining  vessels 
actually  equipped,  or  in  a  course  of  equipment) 
with  a  warlike  force,  within  the  jurisdiclion  of  the 
United  States;  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  obtain- 
ing  from  the  owners  or  commanders  of  such  vessels, 
adequate  securities  against  tlie  abuse  of  their  ar- 
maments, with  the  exceptions,  in  such  provisionsy 
proper  for  the  cases  of  merchant  vessels  furnished 
with  the  defensive  armaments  usual  on  distant  and 
dangerous  expeditions;  and  of  a  private  commerce 
in  military  stores  permitted  by  our  law,  and  which 
the  law  of  nations  does  not  require  the  Loiied 
States  to  prohibit

To  the  Senate  aod  HoaM  of  Rcpivflcotetivct, 

of  the  United  Stetcf : 

The  government  of  Great  Britain,  induced  by 
the  posture  of  the  relations  with  the  United  States 
which  succeeded  the  conclusion  of  tlie  recent  com- 
mercial convention,  issued  an  order  on  the  17th 
day  of  Augusty  1815,  discontinuing  the  discrimi* 
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Dating  duties  pajable  io  British  ports  od  American 
▼es^iels  and  their  caigoes.  It  was  not  uutil  the 
22d  of  December,  following^  that  a  corresponding 
discontinuance  of  discriminating  duties  on  British 
▼essels  and  their  cargoes,  in  American  ports,  took 
effect,  under  the  authority  vested  in  the  eiecutive 
bj  the  act  of  March,  1816.  During  the  period 
between  those  two  dates  there  was,  consequently, 
a  failure  of  reciprocity  or  equality  in  the  existing 
regulations  of  the  two  countries.  I  recommend  to 
the  consideration  of  Congress,  the  expediency  of 
paying  to  the  British  government  the  amount  of 
the  duties  remitted,  during  the  period  in  question, 
to  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  subject  to  a  de» 
duction  of  the  amount  of  whatever  discriminating 
duties  may  have  commenced  in  British  ports,  after 
the  signature  of  that  convention,  and  been  collect- 
ed previous  to  the  I7th  of  Agust,  1815.

New- York,  had  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
electors  as  Vice-President  By  all  which  it  ap- 
pears that  James  Monrue,  of  Virginia,  has  been 
duly  elected  President,  and  Daniel  D.  TompkinSf 
of  New-York,  has  been  duly  elected  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  agreeably  to  the  Consti- 
tution.

Having  considered  the  bill  this  daj  presented  to 
xne,  entitled,  *^  An  act  to  set  apart  and  pledge  cer* 
tain  funds  for  internal  improvemcntSf^  and  which 
sets  apart  and  pledges  funds  ^  for  constructing 
roads  and  canals^  and  improving  the  navigation  of 
water-courses  in  order  to  facilitate,  promote,  and 
give  security  to  internal  commerce  among  the  se- 
veral States,  and  to  render  more  easj  and  less  ex- 
pensive the  means  and  provisions  for  the  common 
defence  ;^M  am  constrained,  by  the  insuperable  dif- 
ficultj  I  feel  in  reconciling  the  bill  with  tlie  Con* 
stitution  of  the  Unitnd  Slates,  to  returu  it  with  that 
objection  to  the  House  of  RcprescntativeSf  in 
which  it  originated. 

The  legislative  powers  vested  in  Congress  are 
specified  and  enumerated  in  the  Sth  section  of  the 
first  article  of  the  Constitution;  and  it  does  notap* 
pear  that  the  power  proposed  to  be  exercised  bj 
the  bill  is  among  the  enumerated  powers;  or  that 
it  falls^  by  any  jubt  interpretation,  within  the  pow- 
er to  make  laws  necessary  and  proper  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  those  or  other  powers  vested  by 
the  Constitution  in  the  goveniincnt  of  the  Unitetl 
States. 
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^  The  power  to  regulate  commerce  among  the 
several  StateSf^  cannot  include  a  power  to  con* 
atruct  toads  and  canals,  and  to  improve  the  navi- 
gation  of  water-courses,  in  order  to  facilitatei  pro- 
mote, and  secure  such  a  commerce,  without  a  lati- 
tude of  construction  departing  from  the  onfinaiy 
import  of  the  terms,  strengthened  by  the  known 
inconveniences  which  doubtless  led  to  the  grant  of 
this  remedial  power  to  Congress. 

To  refer  the  power  in  question  to  the  clause 
^  to  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare,^  would  be  contrary  to  the  established  and 
consistent  rules  of  interpretation ;  as  rendering  th4 
special  and  careful  enumeration  of  powers,  which 
follow  the  clause,  nugatory  and  improper.  Such  a 
view  of  the  Constitution  would  have  the  eflect  of 
giving  to  Congress  a  general  power  of  legislation, 
instead  of  the  defined  and  limited  one  hitherto  un- 
derstood to  belong  to  them ;  the  terms  ^^  common 
defence  and  general  welfare,**  embracing  eveij 
object  and  act  within  the  purview  of  a  legislative 
trust.  It  would  have  the  efiect  of  subjecting  both 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  several  States,  in 
all  cases  not  specifically  exempted,  to  be  super- 
seded by  laws  of  Congress;  it  being  expressly  de- 
clared ^  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  the 
supieme  law  of  the  land,  and  the  judges  of  every 
State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing  in  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  any  State'  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.**    Such  a  view  of  the  Constitu- 
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tion.  finally,  would  bare  the  eflect  of  excluding  the 
judicial  authority  of  the  United  States  from  its  par- 
ticipation in  guarding  the  boundary  between  the 
legislative  powers  of  the  general  and  the  State 
governments;  inasmuch  as  questions  relating  to 
the  general  welfare  being  questions  of  policy  and 
expediency  fare  unsusceptible  of  judicial  cognizance 
and  decision. 

A  restriction  of  the  power  **  to  provide  for  the 
common  defence  and  general  welfare,^  to  cases 
wliich  are  to  be  provided  for  by  the  expenditure 
of  money,  would  still  leave  within  the  legislative 
power  of  Congress,  all  the  great  and  most  im- 
portant measures  of  government ;  money  being  the 
ordinary  and  necessary  means  of  carrying  them 
into  execution. 

If  a  general  power  to  construct  roads  and  canals, 
and  to  improve  the  navigation  of  water-courses, 
with  tlie  train  of  powers  incident  thereto,  be  not 
possessed  by  Congress,  the  assent  of  the  Stales  ia 
the  mode  provided  in  the  bill  cannot  confer  the 
power.  The  only  cases  in  which  the  consent  and 
cession  of  particular  States  can  extend  the  power 
of  Congress,  are  those  specified  and  proviiled  for 
in  the  Constitution. 

I  am  not  unaware  of  the  great  importance  of 
roads  and  canals,  and  the  improved  navigation  of 
water-courses;  and  that  a  power  in  the  national 
legislature  to  provide  for  them  might  be  exercised 
with  signal  advantage  to  the  general  prosperity. 
But  seeing  that  such  a  power  is  not  expressly 
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given  bj  the  Constitution ;  and  believing  that  it 
cannot  be  deduced  from  any  part  of  it  without  an 
inadmissible  latitude  of  construction,  and  a  reli- 
ance on  insufficient  precedents;  believing,  also, 
that  the  permanent  success  of  the  Constitution  de- 
pends on  a  definite  partition  of  powers  between 
the  general  and  the  State  governments,  and  that 
no  adequate  land -marks  would  be  left  bj  the  con- 
structive extension  of  the  powers  of  Congress,  at 
proposed  in  the  bill,  I  have  no  option  but  to  with- 
hold mj  signature  from  it;  and  cherishing  the 
hope  that  its  beneficial  objects  may  be  attained  bj 
a  resort  for  the  necessary  powers,  to  the  same 
wisdom  and  virtue  in  the  nation  which  establfshed 
the  Constitution  in  its  actual  form,  and  provident- 
ly iparked  out,  in  the  instrument  itself,  a  safe  and 
practicable  mode  of  improving  it,  as  experience 
might  suggest

The  Honorable  David  L.  Morrill,  appointed  a  Senator  by  the  Lecislature 
of  tlie  State  of  New  Hampshire;  the  Honorable  Harrison  Gray  Otia,  ap- 
pointed a  Senator  by  the  Ix*gislaturc  of  the  C!ommonwealth  of  Masaaehwctta; 
the  Honorable  Mahlon  Dickcrson,  ap|M>inlefl  a  Senator  by  the  State  of  New 
Jersev;  and  the  Honorable  James  Durrill,  Jun.,  ap|iointcd  a  Senator  by  the 
Lcgislstiire  of  the  Stste  of  illiode  Island,  rcs|ieetivcly  for  the  term  of  aix 
years,  eommen'cing  thia  day,  produced  their  credentials,  which  were  read, 
and  tlie  oath  prescribed  by  law  waa  adminiatored  to  them,  and  tKey  took 
their  sca\s  in  the  Senate. 

The  oath  waa  also  adminiatered  to  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Slokos,  Mr.  TToop, 
Mr.  Vsndyke,  and  Mr.  Williams;  their  eredentiab  having  been  read  and 
filed  durinc^the  last  session. 

Daniel  uT  Tompkins,  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  Preaident 
of  the  Sciialc,  liavinf;  appeared,  Mr.  Gaillard  ailministered  tliooath  of  office 
to  him,  and  he  took  the  chair;  when  he  addressed  the  Senate,  as  follows: 
Genikmen  t(f  iht  SentiU: 

In  entering,  the  oflice  of  Vice-Presiilent,  I  beg  leavo  to  oiler  a  publie 
acknowledgment  of  tlie  honor  coufcrrcil  upon  me  by  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  by  placing  mo  next  in  their  conOdenee  to  that  illuatrioiis 
eittxen,  whose  piiuriotism,  rirtiies,  and  eminent  publie  scnricea,  reeeive  thia 
day  the  highest  rcwanl  that  a  free  people  can  licstow. 

I  aasiime  the  duties  as.<iigncd  me  in  the  Soiiale,  with  the  greatest  diflideneei 
arising  from  a  consciousness  of  my  inexperience  in  the  forms  of  delibera- 
tive assemblies;  and  when,  at  tlie  same  time,  I  reflect  that  thia  chair  kaa 
hitherto  been  adorned  by  men  of  llie  first  flistinction  for  experience,  talonta, 
and  rlianietcr,  I  nm  oppressed  by  the  msg.'iitude  of  the  responsibility  which 
noW  devolves  upon  me. 

My  heart  assures  me  ihit  I  may  promise  upri gliC  intentions,  zealoiif  indtw- 
try/and  rigid  imprtiality.  If  aught  beyond  these  shall  merit  approbation^ 
it  will  be  'justly  ssrribed  to  tlie  wisdom  and  magnanimity  of  the  memben 
of  this  dignifie<l  body;  and  upon  that  wisdom  and  magnanimity  I  entirely 
repottt  myself  for  guidsnce  and  support 

The  Preaident  of  the  United  Sutes,  the  Ex-President,  and  the  Judget  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  having  previously  entere«l  the  Senate  Chamber^ 
On  motion  by  Mr.  ifiirbour. 

The  Senate  adjourned  for  one  hour. 

The  Preaident  of  the  United  States,  being  attended  by  the  Ex-PreaidottI 
of  the  United  SUtes,  the  Vice-President,  the  Jiidgesof  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  Senatm^  and  the  Marshals  of  the  day,  then  proceeded  to  the  eleveled 


porticoi  temporarily  erected  for  the  occasion,  where,  lAer  ■  ahort  peuie,  he 
•lid  addrened  the  audience  as  follows: 
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I  iboulcl  bo  ikftttute  of  fcelingy  if  I  wm  not  ciceply  aflretcd  by  tho  Strang 
praof  which  my  fcllow-citinM  havo  ipvcti  mo  of  ihcir  confidcnect  in  calling 
me  to  the  high  office  whoae  funeliona  I  am  aliout  to  a«mme.  Aa  the  exprea- 
aion  of  their  fowl  opinion  of  my  eomlttct  in  tho  |iublie  aervice,  I  dcrivo 
from  it  a  gralifieation,  which  thoae  who  ara  eonacions  of  liaving  done  all 
that  they  coold  to  merit  ity  can  alone  feel.  My  aenatbility  ia  incrcaaed  by  a 
juat  eatimate  of  the  importance  of  llie  tniat,  and  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
ita  duties;  with  the  proper  diacharge  of  which*  the  highest  interests  of  a 
mat  and  free  people  are  intimately  connected.  Conscious  of  my  own  de- 
Itcicncy,  I  cannot  enter  on  thcae  duties  without  great  anxiety  for  the  resui:. 
From  a  jiMt  responsibility  I  will  nerrr  shrink;  cslctilating,  with  confidence* 
that  In  my  liest  cflTorts  to  proiiioto  the  public  welfaru,  my  motires  will  always 
be  duly  appreciated  I  and  my  conduct  he  vicwe<l  with  that  candor  and  indul- 
gence which  I  have  expericnre«l  in  other  staliona. 

In  commencing  the  duties  of  the  chief  exccutire  oflicct  it  hss  been  the  prac- 
tice of  the  distinjciiished  men  who  iiave  gone  before  me*  to  explain  the  jirin* 
ciples  which  woidd  govern  them  in  their  res*icf  tivo  administrations.  In 
following  their  venerated  example,  my  attention  is  natur.illy  drawn  to  tho 
great  causea  which  liave  contributed,  in  a  princintil  dcKrct*,  to  produre  tho 
present  hsppy  coiHlilion  of  the  United  Stales.  Tlioy  will  best  cxniain  Iho 
nature  of  our  duties,  and  shed  much  light  on  tho  policy  which  ought  to  bo 
pursued  in  future. 

From  the  commencement  of  our  revolution  to  the  present  day,  sTmosC 
forty  yesrs  have  elapsed,  and  from  the  estiblisliment  of  this  Coiisfitutaony 
twenty-eight  Through  this  whole  term,  tlie  govenimcnt  has  been,  what 
may  emphatically  lie  called,  self-government;  and  what  li.is  liecn  the  oflcct? 
To  whslever  object  we  turn  our  attention,  whether  it  ivbtei  to  our  foreign 
or  domestic  roncerns,  we  find  slnimlant  causuto  felicitate  ourseh*es  in  tho 
excellence  of  our  institutions  During  a  period  IVsiiKht  witli  difliculties, 
and  marked  by  very  extrjonliiiary  e%*ents,  tho  United  btales  luve  flourislied 
beyond  example.  'Their  citizens,  individually,  have  been  happy,  and  tho 
nation  prosperous. 

Under  this  Constitution,  our  commeree  has  liecn  wisely  regulstcd  witJi 
forejgn  nations,  and  lietween  the  Stales;  iic%v  States  have  been  admitted  inta 
our  Union;  our  territory  has  been  enlsrgcd,  by  fair  and  honorablo  treaty* 
and  with  great  advantage  to  tho  original  Stales;  tho  States,  rcspoetlvely,. 
protected  by  the  national  government,  under  a  mild,  parental  avstem,  againat 
foreign  dangcra,  and  enjoying  within  their  separate  aphercs,  by  a  wise  par* 
lition  of  power,  a  iust  proportion  of  tho  sovereignty,  havo  improvMl  their 
police,  extended  their  settlements,  and  sttsineil  a  stren|(th  and  maturity* 
which  are  the  beat  proofa  of  wholesome  laws,  well  adminiatcred.  And  if 
wo  look  to  tlie  condition  of  individuals,  what  a  proud  apcctaelo  does  it 
exhibit  I  On  whom  has  oppression  fsllon  in  any  quarter  of  our  Union.* 
Who  has  been  de|irtved  of  any  right  of  peraon  or  property?  Who  reitrainoil 
from  oflcring  his  vowa,  in  the  mode  which  he  prefera,  to  the  Divino  Author 
of  hia  being?  It  ia  well  known,  that  all  these  blcssinjj^  hsve  been  enjoyod  in 
their  fullest  extent;  and  I  add,  with  peculiar  satiafaction,  that  there  has  been 
no  osample  of  a  capital  punishment  being  ioflicled  on  any  ono  ibr  tho  erino 
of  high 


Some,  who  might  admit  the  competency  of  our  gevemmont  to  theao 
benefteent  duties,  might  doubt  it  in  tnala  whith  put  to  tho  tcsl  iU  strangfK 
snd  efficiency,  as  a  member  of  the  great  rommnnity  of  nations^     Here,tofv 
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expericfice  liu  aflbfded  ut  ttie  moti  wUilaetorjr  proof  ia  lU  bror.  JmI  m 
thit  Consliliilion  wm  put  into  •ction,  ■crenl  of  the  pnocipal  Slilet  oT 
Eorope  hail  become  mueb  i|ptatrdt  ami  aomo  of  then  werimmy  eoBvalaed* 
DeaCnictire  irara  enaued,  which  have,  of  late  onljr,  been  terminaled.     In  the 


coorie  of  theae  conflicta^the  Unilod  Stalea  receireil  greaA  injury  from  aercnl 
of  the  partieai  It  waa  their  intereat  to  aUnd  aloof  from  the  conteat;  to 
demand  juatice  from  the  party  committing  the  injury;  and  to  cultivalc,  by 
a  fiiir  and  honorable  eonducl»  the  frieiidahip  of  alL  War  beettne»  at 
length,  inevitable;  and  the  rcaiilt  haa  ahon-n,  that  our  government  b  equal 
to  that,  the  createat  of  triala,  under  the  moatunliiTomble  eiicomataneeo.  Of 
the  virtue  e?  the  people,  and  of  the  heroic  expbita  of  the  army,  the  nnvy» 
•nd  the  militia,  I  need  not  apeak. 

Sueht  then»  ia  the  happy  i^vemmcnt  under  which  we  live;  a  govemn 
adequate  to  every  purpoao  for  which  tlic  aneial  compact  ia  formed;  a  gov 


ment  elective  in  all  ita  branchea,  under  which  every  citizen  may,  by  hia 
iherity  obtain  the  highcat  tniat  recogniwd  by  the  Conatitution;  which  con- 
laina  within  it  no  cauae  of  diaeord;  none  to  put  at  variance  one  portion  of 
tlie  community  with  anollicr;  a  government  which  protecta  every  citiaen  in 
the  full  enjoyment  of  hia  rights  and  ia  able  to  protect  the  nation  againat  in- 
juatiee  from  foreign  powera. 

Other  conaiderationa  of  the  highcsit  importance  admoniah  ua  to  cheriah 
our  union,  and  to  clinc  to  the  government  which  aupporta  iL  Fortunate  aa 
we  arc,  in  our  political  inatitiitiona,  wc  have  not  been  leaa  ao  in  other  circom- 
•tancca,  on  which  our  proaprrit y  9tw\  happineaa  caaentially  depend.  Situated 
within  the  temperate  xone,  anid  extending  through  manjr  dcgrcca  of  latitude 
■long  the  Atlantic*  the  Unitetl  Slatea  enjoy  all  the  vanetiea  of  climate,  and 
•very  production  incident  to  that  portion  of  the  globe.  Penetrating,  intet^ 
nally,  to  the  groat  lakea,  and  hcyond  the  aourcca  of  the  great  livcra  which 
communicate  through  our  whole  interior,  no  country  waa  ever  happier  with 
rcapect  to  ita  domain.  Dlcascvl,  too,  with  a  fertiki  aoil,  our  produce  haa  al* 
way  a  been  very  abundant,  leaving,  even  in  yeara  the  least  favorable*  a  aur- 

Bua  for  the  wanta  of  our  fellow-men  in  other  countriea.  Such  ia  our  oeeu- 
ir  felicity,  that  thera  ia  not  a  part  of  our  Union  that  'n  not  particularly  in* 
tereatcd  in  prcaerving  it  The  groat  agricultural  intereat  of  the  nation  proa- 
pera  under  ita  protection.  Ixical  interosia  are  not  leaa  foaterrd  by  it.  Our 
lellow-citixcna  of  the  north,  engaged  in  navigation,  find  preat  encourage- 
ment in  being  made  the  Cavoroil  carricra  of  the  vaat  product  lona  of  the  other 
portioni  of  the  United  Stalea*  while  the  inhabitante  of  theae  aro  amply  re- 
compenaed*  in  their  turn*  by  the  nuraery  for  aeanien  and  naval  force,  thus 
formed  and  'reared  up  for  the  aupport  of  our  common  ri|shta.  .Our  manu* 
facturea  find  a  goneroua  encouragement  by  the  policy  which  patreniaea  do> 
meatie  induatry;  and  the  aurplua  of  our  produce,  a  ateody  and  profiteUe 
market  by  loeal  wanta.  in  Icja  lavored  parta,  at  home. 

Such,  then*  being  tlie  highly  favored  condition  of  our  countrr,  it  ia  the 
intereat  of  every  cititen  to  maintain  it  What  are  the  dangen  which  nMoaen 
ua?  If  anv  exlat,  they  ought  to  be  aaoertained  and  guarded  againat 

In  explaining  i*iy  aentinienuon  th'ia  aubjcct,  it  nuiybo  aaked.  What  taiaed 
ut  to  the  preaent  happy  atate?  How  did  woaeeompliah  the  ravolntion?  How 
remedy  the  defecte  ot  the  Arat  inalramcnt  of  our  union,  by  iafuiing  into  the 
national  govtmment  aiilBctent  power  for  national  putpoaea^  without  i 


log  the  juat  rigfila  of  the  Statea,  or  afleeting  theae  of  ladividuala?  How  mm- 
tain,  and  paaa  with  gtory  throttgh  the  late  war?  The  govrmmcnt  haa  been 
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in  die  hands  of  the  neople.  To  the  people,  tbcrcfure,  and  to  the  faif  hfiil  and 
able  depoaitariea  oi  their  trust,  is  the  credit  due.  Had  tlie  pco|>leof  the 
United  Sfatca  been  educated  id  diflTerent  principles;  had  they  been  less  in- 
telligent, leM  independent,  or  leas  virtbous,  can  it  be  believed  that  «ro  ahould 
have  maintained  the  aame  steady  and  conaistent  career*  or  been  blessed  with 
the  same  aucccss?  While,  then*  the  constituent  bmly  retaina  iu  present 
sound  and  healthful  state,  every  thing  will  be  safe  They  will  choose  com- 
petent and  faithful  rcpreaenutivcs  for  every  department.  It  ia  only  when 
the  people  become  ignorant  and  corrupt;  when  they  degenerate  into  a  popii- 
laec,  that  they  are  incapable  of  eiercbing  the  aovereignty*  Usurpation  ia 
then  an  easy  attainment,  and  an  usurper  soon  found.  The  people  fhem* 
Bclvca  become  the  willing  instruments  of  their  own  debasement  and  ruin. 
Let  us,  then,  look  to  the  great  cause,  and  endeavor  to  preserve  it  in  full 
force.  Let  us,  by  all  wise  and  constitutional  meaatirts,  uromote  intelligence 
among  the  people,  aa  the  best  meana  of  preserving  our  lilicrties. 

Dangers  from  abroad  are  not  lesa  deserving  of  atlcnlion.  Eiperienring 
the  fortane  of  other  nations,  the  United  Stales  may  be  again  involved  in  war, 
and  it  may  in  that  event  be  the  object  of  the  adverse  psrty  to  overset  our 
government — ^to  break  our  Union,  and  demolish  ua  aa  a  nation.  Our  dis- 
tance from  Europe,  and  the  just,  moderate,  and  pacific  nolicv  of  our  govern* 
menf,  may  form  some  security  againat  these  dangers,  out  they  oc  jht  to  bo 
anticipated  and  guarded  against  Many  of  our  citiaens  are  engiged  in  com- 
merce snd  navigation,  and  all  of  them  are,  in  a  certain  degree,  dependant 
on  their  prosperous  state.  Many  are  engaged  in  the  fishericsi  These  in- 
terests are  exposed  to  invaaion  in  the  wars  between  other  powers,  end  we 
should  disregard  the  laithful  admonition  of  experience,  if  we  did  not  expect 
it  We  muat  aiipport  our  rights  or  lose  our  charscter,  and  with  it,  perhspa, 
our  libertica.  A  people  who  fail  to  do  it,  can  acarcely  be  aaid  to  hold  a 
place  among  indepenaent  nations.  National  honor  is  nationsi  property  of 
the  highest  value.  The  sentiment  in  the  mind  of  every  citiien,  is  national 
•tren^.    It  ought,  therefore,  to  be  cherished. 

To  secure  us  against  these  dangers,  our  coast  and  inland  frontiera  ahould 
be  fortified;  our  army  and  navy  regulated  upon  just  principles  ss  to  the 
force  of  each,  be  kepi  in  perfect  order,  and  our  militia  be  phced  on  tlie  best 
practicable  footing.  To  put  our  extensive  coast  in  such  a  atate  of  deienee  at 
to  aeeuro  our  cities  and  interior  from  invasion,  will  be  attended  with  ex- 
penae,  but  the  work  when  liniahed  will  be  permanent;  and  it  is  fiiir  to  pre- 
•ume  that  a  aingle  campaign  of  invaaion,  by  a  naval  foree  auperior  to  our 
own,  aided  by  a  few  thoussnd  land  troopa,  would  expose  us  to  greater  ex- 
penae  ,without  tokinginto  the  eatimate  the  loaa  of  property  and  the  distress  of 
our  citizens,  than  would  be  suflicient  for  this  great  work.  Our  hind  sndi 
naval  forces  should  be  moderste,  but  adequate  to  the  neceasary  purposes. 
The  former,  to  garrison  and  pieaerve  our  fortificationa,  and  to  meet  tbefirsi 
invaaiona  oft  foreign  foe;  and,  while  conatituting  the  elements  of  a  greater 
foree,  to  preserve  the  aeienee,aa  well  as  all  the  necessary  impkmenteof  war, 
in  a  stole  to  be  brought  into  activity  in  the  event  of  war.  The  latter,  re- 
laincxi  within  the  limiU  proper  in  a  nUte  of  peace,  might  aid  in  maintaining 
the  neutrality  of  the  United  Stetea  with  dignity  in  the  wart  of  other  powen, 
and  in  aaving  the  property  of  their  citiaena  from  apoliatioik  In  time  of  war, 
with  the  enlargement  of  which  the  great  'naval  resources  of  the  eountir 
render  it  tuteeptiUe,  and  which  thould  be  duly  fettertd  to  timeof  ptte^  (t 
vot*  III.  li 
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would  contribute  •Menlialljry  both  u  an  auiiluirjf  of  defenee  tod  at  a  dow- 
oiful  engine  of  annoyance*  to  diinintah  the  ealamitiea  oC  war,  and  to  bring 
the  war  to  a  miecdv  and  honorable  tcmiinaf  ion. 

Dut  it  ouKht  alwajra  to  be  Iteld  pnmiinentljr  in  vaew^  that  the  aafelf  of 
Iheao  Htatra,  and  of  every  thing  drar  to  a  free  pcoflhf  muat  depend,  in  an 
eminent  demCf  on  .the  militia  Invaaiona  mav  be  miilo  too  tbrmidiiblo  to 
be  ri'Mntcil  by  any  land  and  naval  Ibree  which  it  would  eomport  cither  with 
the  princinhni  of  «iur  government  or  tlie  eircumiitancea  of  the  United  Statea 
to  maintain.  In  auch  caaea,  rocmirao  muat  Im  had  to  the  g^Mt  bodv  of  the 
peofdot  and  in  a  manner  to  produce  the  beat  cflbcl.  It  ia  of  tlie  hi^ieat  ion- 
portanccy  therefore,  that  ihry  be  ao  organ  ixcd  and  trained  aa  to  be  prepared 
for  ttny  emergency.  The  arrangcmcnl  ahouUI  be  auch  aa  to  put  at  the  eom- 
matMl  ot'  the  government  the  anient  |Mtriotiam  and  youthful  vigor  of  the 
eoi.ntry.  If  formed  on  equal  and  juat  principlea,  it  cannot  bo  opprcaaive. 
it  ia  the  criiiis  which  makca  llie  prcaaurc^nd  mic  the  lawa,  which  provide 
a  remedy  for  it.  Thia  arrangement  ahould  be  formed  too  in  time  of  peaee, 
to  bo  the  better  prepared  for  war.  With  auch  an  organiiation  of  auch  a 
tieopiv,  the  Uniird  Sinfea  have  nothing  to  dro^id  from  foreign  invaaion.  At 
ita  approach»  an  overwhelming  force  of  gallant  men  miglit  alwaya  be  put  in 
molicHi. 

(hlifir  inf crcKts  of  high  importanre  will  cbim  attention;  among  which  Ihe 
improvrmcni  of  otir  country  by  roaiU  ami  fjniala,  proceeding  alwaya  with  a 
coitMihilional  a.inrtton,  tioltia  a  dialingnialicil  pl.irc.  Ily  thua  facilitating  the 
inifrf»iirM2  iHMwmi  the  Slatca,  wc  aliall  add  much  to  the  convenience  and 
coitir<irt  of  mir  rcllim'-ritif.i*iia{  niurli  to  the  ornament  of  the  rminlry;  andy 
what  ia  of  greater  im|>nn«incc,  we  altall  ahorten  diatanrea,  and  bv  making 
ranh  ftart  morr*  arrvMiililu  to  ami  tli;|icndant  on  the  other,  we  shall  bimi  tlic 
Union  mcin?  clo!«:'ly  togcilier.  Nature  haa  done  ao  much  for  ua  by  inters 
iN*eting  I  Ik*  country  with  an  many  great  rivera,  baya,  and  hikea,  ati|iroaching 
from  diatant  |Niifiia  ao  near  to  each  othcsr,  that  the  inducement  to  complete 
tiiu  work  aiNMiiK  to  In*  |N*Pulinrly  atning.  A  more  intereafing  a|ieetacle  waa 
|N*Hia|ia  never  aeen  than  ia  e\tiibitiHl  within  Ihe  limila  of  the  United  8tatca; 
a  territory  ao  vaat  and  ailvantaginnialy  aitiiateil,  containing  objeeta  ao  grand— 
ao  uarful— a«»  liMpinly  runiiiTtetl  in  all  their  |Mrta. 

thir  maniif»rlun*a  wilt  likewiao  require  tlie  ayaleinatie  and  foatering  care 
of  the  gn%*rrninrnl.  Poaaeaaing,  aa  we  do,  all  tlm  raW  materiala,  the  fruit  of 
our  own  aoil  and  induatry,  we  ought  not  to  dciiendt  In  the  degree  «re  have 
doiHs  on  aiipplica  from  other  couniriim.  While  we  are  thua  denomlantt  tho 
aufhlen  event  of  war,  iinaouglit  and  tinex|iected,  cannot  fiiil  to  plunge  ua  into 
the  moat  aerioiia  ililBrultiea.  It  ia  important,  too,  tliat  tlio  capital  which 
iionriahea  our  maniifaeturea  ahould  lie  domiwlie,  aa  ita  inlluenee.  in  that  caae, 
inatead  ofesliauatingfaa  it  may  do  in  foreign  handa,  would  be  felt  advantage- 
oualy  on  agriculture,  and  ercry  other  branch  of  iiiduatr)*.  Equally  import* 
ant  ia  it  to  imivitte  at  liome  a  market  for  our  raw  matenala,  as,  by  extend- 
ing the  competition,  it  will  enhance  the  price,  and  .piotcci  the  cultivator 
aipiinat  the  caaualtiea  inoident  to  foreign  marketa. 

Witlithe  Indian  tribua  it  is  our  duly  to  cultivate  friendly  relaliona,  and  to 
act  with  kindnesa  and  lilN*rality  in  all  our  tranaactiogj^  Equally  proper  ii 
it  to  poraevcre  in  our eiforU  to  extond  to  tliem  the  advaotagea ordvilia^ 
tion. 

Tll^  creat  amount  of  our  re\'emie,  and  the  floiiriahing  atate  of  the  TreaaM 
ry,  art  a  hiH  nruof  of  the  competency  of  tlie  natiooal  teaourrca  fur  any  omer- 
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ffintjf  ts  they  are  of  tho  willinj^esB  of  oiir  fellow-citimiii  fo  bear  the  biir- 
dent  whtrh  the  publie  necemiitica  require.  Tho  vaat  amount  of  vaeant 
lands,  the  valiir  olivhieh  daily  aiiipncnta,  foima  an  additional  rcaourcc  of 
gnrat  extent  and  duration.  Them*  rpNOurrca,  lieaidca  aefom|iliiihinK  every 
other  ncoc*Miary  iMirnoiv,  put  it  com|df1ely  in  tlie  power  of  the  Unitrd  Stutea 
to  diachargc  the  national  debt  at  an  early  *|ierifNl.  I'earv  ia  the  licat  time  for 
improvemrnl  and  |ire|^ration  of  every  kind;  it  ia  in  |ioaee  thut  our  eom- 
merro  flnurialiea  moat;  that  laxea  aro  moat  eaaily  |iaid,  ami  tliat  the  revenue 
10  moat  proiliieti%'c 

The  exeeulive  ia  charfcrd  ofTieiBll)*,  in  the  defNirtmenta  under  it,  ivilh  the 
diaJNiracment  of  the  publie  money,  and  ia  ncaponaibks  for  the  faithful  appli- 
cation of  it  to  the  piirpoaea  for  which  it  la  raiai*d.  The  lej^ialaturo  ia  tlie 
watrhful  guardian  over  the  tnddic  piirae.  It  ia  ila  duty  to  aeo  that  the  dia* 
iHimcment  haa  lK*en  honeatly  made.  To  meet  the  rrqiii^iite  rea|K>naihility, 
e%'er^  facility  ahoidd  be  aflunlcd  to  the  executive,  to  enable  it  to  briiix  the 
piddle  agents  intruated  with  the  public  money,  strictly  and  iiromptly  to 
aceoiint.  Nothing  aliould  be  preaiimed  against  them;  but  if,  with  the  rc<|ui- 
aite  facilitiea,  the  public  money  ia  aiiflcred  to  lie,  long  and  iiNclcasly,  in 
their  hands,  they  will  not  be  the  only  dcfaultera,  nor  will  tl*.«-  demoralixing 
effect  he  confinett  to  them.  It  will  evince  a  n*laxation  r.iid  want  of  tone  in 
tlic  adminiat ration,  which  will  be  felt  by  the  whole  eosninunit}'.  I  shall  do 
all  I  ran  to  aerurc  economy  and  fidelity  in  this  im|iortaiit  branch  of  the  ad* 
ministration,  and  I  doubt  not  that  the  legislature  will  fierfonaita  duty  with 
equal  xeal.  A  thoningh  examination  ahoidd  lie  regularly  made,  and  1  ivill 
promote  it 

It  ia  particularly  gratifving  to  me,  to  enter  on  tin;  discharge  of  these  dii- 
tiea  at  a  time  ivhrn  the  1  initial  8tntra  arts  blvsadil  with  fKracc. .  It  is  a  atale 
most  consistent  with  their  pms|N*rity  and  happiiiesa.  It  will  lie  my  aincen^ 
desira  to  preserve  it,  ao  far  as  depends  on  the  executive,  on  jiiat  princi|des, 
with  all  naticHis— claiming  nothing  unreasonable  of  any,  and  rendering  to 
each  what  is  its  due. 

I*>iiially  gratifying  ia  it  In  %vitneaa  tho  incrrase<l  harmony  of  nninion 
which  |ien'ad<  a  our  Union.  Diacord  does  not  iM'hing  to  our  system.  Union 
ia  reconimrndeil,  aa  %vfll  by  tlie  fre«*  and  lN*nign  iirinciplea  of  mir  giivern- 
ment,  extending  its  blessiiixs  to  rveiy  individual,  aa  by  the  other  eminent 
ailvaniagtrs  attending  it  Tho  American  |M*ople  have  encountered  together 
great  dsiigi^rs,  and  austained  aitverc  triala  with  aiiccrss.  Tlicy  conatituto  omt 
great  family,  with  a  common  intereaL  Kxiierience  haa  enlightened  us  on 
aome  questiona  of  esaential  imyiortaneo  to  tJic  country.  The  progrcaa  haa 
been  alow,  dictated  by  a  just  n*flf;etion,  and  ■  faitliful  regani  to  every  inte- 
rest connretetl  with  it  To  promote  this  harmony,  inacconi  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  rcpuhlicsn  government,  antl  in  a  manner  to  give  them  the  moat 
complete  elfect,  and  to  advance  in  all  other  respects  the  lM*ai  inlercata  of  mir 
Union,  will  lie  the  object  of  my  constant  and  zealous  exertions. 

ffcwr  did  a  government  commence  under  auspices  ao  favorable,  nor  ever 
waa  Buccess  ao  eointdcle.

If  we  pcraevere  in  the  career  in  which  we  have  advanced  ao 
Cir,  and  in  tlie  |Mth  already  traced,  we  cannot  fail,  under  the  favor  of  a  gra- 
cious Proviflcncc,  to  attain  the  high  deatiny  whieh  aoema  to  await  uai 

111  the  adiniiiiatrationa  of  the  tlliiatrioua  men  who  have  preceded  me  in  thia 
high  station,  nith  aomc  of  whom  \  have  been  connected  by  the  cloaesit  tiea 
from  early  life,  exaniplea  are  preacntcd  which  will  always  be  found  highly 
innlniclivc  and  useful  to  their  aurrcamra.  From  theae  1  ahall  endeavor  to 
derive  all  the  advantages  which  they  majr  aflbrd«  Of  my  immediate  prede- 
ceaaory  under  whom  so  important  a  portion  of  thia  great  and  aoceeaaful  ex- 
periment baa  been  made,  1  shall  bo  prdoned  for  expreaaing  my  carmral 
wishes  that  he  may  long  enjoy,  in  his  retirement,  the  aoectiona  of  a  grateful 
country — ^Iho  beat  reward  of  exalted  talcnta,  and  the  moat  (aithful  ami  meri- 
torioua  arrvicca.  Relying  on  the  aid  to  be  derived  from  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  government,  1  enter  on  the  trust  to  which  1  have  been  called  by 
the  stiffragrs  uf  my  fvllow-citixens,  with  my  fervent  prayers  lo  the  Almightv, 
that  lie  will  lie  gracioualy  iilcasetl  to  continue  to  ua  that  protection  which  He 
haa  already  ao  conspicuously  ili.iplaycd  in  our  fiivor.
